HOPES for the conclusion of an Anglo-French 
co-production agreement this year are fading as 
talks between the producers, the unions and their 
French counterparis continue.

INDEPENDENCE 


THE development of so-called independent 
production is one of the good things that has 
come out of those economic vicissitudes of 
the industry that led to the’ drastic curtail- 
memt of production by the major producer- 
distributor organisations in Britain as well as 
in America. 

The emergence of independent production 
as a major factor in the business is notabl 
in that it has allowed greater boldness and 
imagination in film-making and some drastic 
and, indeed, profitable departures from the 
traditional and hackneyed concept of film 
story -telling. 

In Britain, the new type of organisation 
intermediate between the producer and the 
major distributor has played a vital role in 
maintaining and encouraging British produc- 
tion, and with a more adventurous spirit. 

The Woolf brothers were among the 
pioneers of this kind of organisation. Bryan- 
ston, Britannia, Alliance and Pax are similar 
ventures which have had an encouraging 
effect in the British production industry. 

The advent of Elstree Films will be wel- 
comed by exhibitors as another source for 
increasing the flow of worth-while British pic- 
tures. ABPC"s interest in the enterprise, in 
partnership with the Grade organisation, 


should ensure it a highly successful future. 


ANOTHER POINTER 


LANCASHIRE exhibitors have secured a 
notable success in the Sunday Opening levy 
campaign. 

The Rochdale authority has substantially 
reduced the levy from £250 to £50 per year. 
The levy now amounts to an average of £10 
per year for each of the five cinemas operating 
in the town. 

All concerned in the appeal to the local 
authority are to be congratulated on this 
excellent achievement.

MEDIEVAL spectacle, presented in Total- 
scope and Eastman Color. An Italian production 
given dubbed English dialogue, it concerns a 
beautiful — who rules over terrible Tartar 
clans and, following much internal strife, con- 
solidates her position by compelling her barbaric 
subjects to adopt a new and nobler way of life. 
The plot’s hokum, but vigorous characterisation, 
forthright direction and, above all, big crowd 
and battle scenes keep its end well up. Good 
mass stuff. 

Story.—It's the middle thirteenth-century and 
Asia and Europe are menaced by two Tartar 
tribes, the Barlars, ruled by Igor, and the Black 
Tartars, by Malok. During a raid on a village, 
the Barlars capture Tania, a young girl, but 
Igor spares her life. Years later, the Saten and 
the Black Tartars again clash, but the squabble 
is settled by Malok defeating Timur, Igor’s bro- 
ther. Nagatai, Igor’s other brother, leads an ex- 
pedition against Kwarizim. a wealthy city. but 
gets killed. Igor directs a further attack, but 
receives mortal injuries. Before he dies, Igor 
nonmmnates Tania, now a beautiful woman, as 
his successor and Malok supports Igor’s las 
wish. Short of food, the Tartars eventually take 
Kwarizim and discover that its prosperity comes 
from the cultivation of vast cornfields, not war 
Tania and Malok profit, and decide to wed and 
rule by peaceful means. 

Production.—The picture moves briskly and, in 
the first half, fruitfully exploits the Tartars’ 
personal animosities and cruel tribal customs. 
Tania’s and Malok’s romance gives the penul- 
timate scenes feminine appeal, while the terrific 
fighting over Kwarizim and the lesson learned 
from its thrifty inhabitants furnish a showman- 
like climax. Chelo Alonso puts plenty of fire 
into her performance as Tania, Folco Lulli im- 
presses as Igor, and Jacques Sernas and Mario 
Petri head a massive supporting cast. The Eng- 
lish dubbed dialogue is effective, and the Total- 
scope-cum-Eastman Color photography efficient.

Agency will handle 
East Europe films 


BONN.—A West German import-export 
agency which would handle all sales and pur- 
chases to and from East European countries is 
planned to be set up by the West German film 
industry in co-operation with the West German 
government. 

The planned agency would be a counterpart 
to the Russians’ Sovexport, which handles inter- 
national film trade with Western countries. 

Comparable agencies exist in other East Euro- 
pean countries, but German private film 
exporters have found it increasingly difficult to 
deal with these state-controlled agencies. 

Import of Soviet and other East European 
films into West Germany has. anyhow, been 
subject to tight Government control. 

The new agency would co-ordinate imports 
and exports which would result im easier 
exchange deals. These are preferred by East 
German film trade agencies to outright cash or 
percentage deals. 


- + + 


NEXT Photokina Exhibition, said to be the 
largest photo and film exhibition in Europe, will 
be held in 1963 and not in 1962, as originally 
planned. Site of Photokina will again be in 
Cologne, West Germany. and it is likely to be 
held in spring. 

Organisers of the show, which is backed by 
the West German equipment industry, say that 
technical developments in the photo and cine 
equipment fields are now slowing, and sensa- 
tional developments in the next few years are 
unlikely.

wal is a cinema? On my travels in 
town and country I have seen so many 

different examples that it becomes clear that 
there are just as many different answers 

In fact, one is forced to the conclusion 
that a cinema is something different to each 
section of the populace that has an interest 
in it. 

Primarily, it is, of course, (or used to be), 
a place where one could go to see motion 
pictures of every kind. 

As such, it is of primary interest to the 
producers of films as the retail outlet for 
their merchandise 


Passing interest 


It is of equally vital interest to the dis- 
tributor, the middleman or wholesaler, who. 
presumably, has no other business purpose. 

It is an economic necessity to the owner, or 
exhibitor, for it is his capital investment. 

Finally it is of interest to the consumer, 
the cinemagoer and, if one is to believe all 
one reads in the newspapers, the cinema now 
is only of passing interest in this category 

It is as an enthusiastic and sympathetic 
cinemagoer that I presume here to suggest to 
the film industry one or two ways in which 
it can improve its present position and its 
prospects 


Difficulties 


In the first place the public has, perhaps, 
been told a littlke too much and too often 
about the difficulties that the cinema indus- 
try is suffering from: some patrons have 
ever got a vague feeling that cinema people 
are blaming the public for the decline: for 
preferring other forms of recreation or relax- 
ation 

This is quite absurd, of course, but it is a 
danger that has arisen unwanted and 
unintended. 

We cinemagoers are now very well aware 
that the film industry is enduring consider- 
able difficulties that are not of its own mak- 
ing, but many film fans also feel that the 
industry has created difficulties of its own. 

The patron today has the opportunity (and 
this applies to nearly every part of the coun- 
try) to see films of a quality and interest that 


have certainly never been surpassed. and we 
are not unimpressed by the fact that in the 
last few years many of the best films have 
been British made. 

In addition, we are expected to endure 
fewer of those agonising pot-boilers that used 
to go under the name of second-features 


Neglect 


In short, the screen, generally speaking. is 
nowadays offering a good evening's entertain- 
ment at a price which it would be hard to 
match anywhere else. 

Why then are we not going to the cinema 
is Often as we used to? 

The answer, | suggest, is contained in a 
number of reasons that all add up to one 
conglomerated piece of sales resistance. 

It is a simple exercise in psychology which 
i large number of cinema proprietors seem 
to have overlooked. I hope they have not 
been guilty of wilful neglect. 

That is the word—neglect. It is nonsensical 
to try to sell a good quality article in a

shoddy wrapper, but that is what so many 
cinemas seem to be content to do 

In the boom days of cinema it was easy 
to pick out the picture palaces in the town 
they were gay, attractive and brightly lit 
buildings. Walk down the main street of a 
London suburb or provincial town nowadays 
and the cinemas that still qualify are too 
often the exception to the rule 

The cinema building itself has, over the 
years, acquired a new series of competitors, 
represented in the clean, bright open invita- 
tion of the modern shopfront 


The battle 


If the cinema frontage, which is, after all, 
merely the shop window for the films it 
shows, cannot compete in the brightness of 
its invitation, then it is very likely to lose 
to hire purchase the battle for leisure money 
and that in svite of the recent arrangements 
devised by the Chancellor of the Exchequer! 

The public needs to be attracted, so I say

The original idea was to provide headquarters 
for the British Recording Club and the Audio 
industries Club; but the scheme has resulted in

The ground floor is to be an exhibition hall 
where manufacturers can display their products 
Downstairs i a most attractive bar, and adjoining 
it a small but well-equipped studio, suitable for 
interviews; here and elsewhere in the building a 
couple of vidicon cameras are available 

On the first floor is an admirably designed pro- 
jection theatre. The projection room is equipped 
with a couple of Philips FPS6 douwble-film pro- 
jectors with optical/magnetic sound, and a 
Philips ELSOO0O0 |l6mm. projector, all with xenon 
lamps All are equipped with vidicon cameras, 
enabling the: pictures to be piped to any part 
of the building 

The equipment is primarily designed for tele- 
vision purposes, and the projectors run at the 
television speed of 25 frames per second. The 
installation represents a stiff test of sound quality, 
since the film sound will be compared directly 
with tv sound. The projectors and vidicons were 
supplied and installed by J. Frank Brockliss, Lid 

Adjoining the projection room is a sound con- 
trol room Here are an EMI TR.52/2 and a 
Fillograph tape recorder, and a couple of disc 
turntables, the outputs of which can be directed 
to any part of the building through a control 
panel designed by Magneta. 

On the second floor is an excellent restaurant, 
and on the third floor are three lounges, where 
television material—BBC, ITV or from the studio 
Or projection room—can be viewed in home-like 
surroundings The amenities include the 
supply of light refreshments.

TWO exhibitions during July were of interest 
in our field The first public activity of the 
newly formed Moving Picture Museum Associa- 
tion was an exhibition held in Piccadilly. I 
was opened by Sir Michael Balcon, and the 
guest of honour was Lord Morrison. 

Much of the material was from the pre-cinema 
era: animated slides, early Mutoscopes (* What 
the Butler Saw ” machines) and pieces of equip- 
ment with fanciful Greek names, such as the 
Thaumatrope and the Phenakistoscope.

FOR the first time since it was issued in 1942, 
the British standard for exciter lamps. BS 1015, 
has been revised. Certain of the types in the 
original list have been omitted. leaving 11 types. 
running at 4, 6, 8, and 10 volts. Of the 4v 3 
watt range commonly used for 16-mm. projectors, 


the exhibitor, the good, well-behaved hard- 
core of patrons does not really care a hoot 
about the exhibitor’s troubles so long as 
they don’t affect him personally. 


Not as expected 


He wants comfortable seating with 
adequate hip and leg room, and he wants 
to be able to see the picture well and hear 
the dialogue, even though some of it may 
be in a foreign language—-such as American. 

This, most unfortunately, is another 
department in which many cinemas fall far 
short, not of perfection, but of adequacy. 

First the picture. The patron, unless he 
happens to be technically knowledgeable, 
which is rare, does not know why he isn't 
enjoying the viewing quite as much as he 
expected, but he does know that something 
is not quite all it should be; whether it is 
the fault of a dirty screen or because not 
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the recommended types have prefocus caps, the 
6v. and 10v. types may ve eliher bayonet or 
prefocus caps, while the Sv. type is shown with 
a bayonet cap only. 

As with all BSI lamp specifications, stringent 
conditions are laid down for life testing of 
batches. The 4 volt 3 watt types have a rated 
life of 50 hours. and all other types 100 hours. 
Minimum figures are laid down for light output 
and for the maintenance of output. However, 
since all such readings have a statistical bass, 
there will be a small proportion of individual 
Jamps which may fail to reach minimum require-

1 EXPECT few present-day projectionists re 
member the Brenograph. which was very populat 
in the larger cinemas twenty or thirty years ago. 
It consisted of a biunial lantern on which slides 
and a wide variety of colour effects could be 
projected. 

A less costly version of the same idea is now 
being offered by an Austrian firm. Herceg 
Skobla of Vienna. Instead of separate lanterns, 
attachments are fitted to the two cine projectors, 
and produce effects very much like the Breno- 
graph. 

On the Continent slides are generally shown 
by an attachment to the film projector, an angled 
mirror swinging into the arc beam and deflecting 
the beam off a second mirror on to the slide. 
The Austrian device includes this system; but 
in front of the slide is a housing carrying a 
motor-driven effects disc and a colour wheel, and 
up against the projection port is a second colour 
wheel. 

The effects disc comprises sections of differently 
patterned glass. which in conjunction with the 
moving colour wheel produce very beautiful 
effects on the screen. The second colour wheel 
can be turned by hand to add variety to the 
range of colours. 

The device could be used for a 
purposes. It could be used to colour-flood the 
opening titles of a film. A monochrome slide 
could itself be coloured and surrounded on the 
screen by different colouring. The colour effects 
are by themselves sufficiently attractive to hold 
the attention of an audience during the intervals 

I am al! in favour of these aids to showman- 
ship, provided always that they are not over- 
worked. and the device should be offered to 
British exhibitors by one of the equipment firms.
